lege age prefer to cultivate the heart 
rather than the head, and that Miss 
Lizzie McOombs idea of what they 
should strive for is more generally 
entertained than any other.

A sl'l,i;M)in INVENTION. 

Oeorge Howard, tho deaf-mute, is certainly a 
genius. Sometime ago he invented an apparatus 
for coupling hose belonging to fire engine*. 
That was a good thing, we thought, and might 
have brought him in money if he oould have 
pushed it, or If Home well known man had have 
taken hold of it. His latest aud best Invention 
is a " Lightning Fire Lighter," we called it, to 
start quick fires in fire engines. It is construct - 
"bow in this way : It is made of three 
pieces of *tool (or iron,) tho steel being about 
tnroinnhes wide and three or four inobes long. 
A bole is borrtd through each piece and a «tiok i* 
run through tho holes. Tho two outsido piece* 
remain loom* on the stick weile the contor piece 
is tight. The two outside BtSBM are fastened to 
the grate of the engine underneath, while the 
center piece has a piece of wire alsiut two yards 
long attnclnsl to it. Three or four matches aro 
so arranged that when you pull the wire the 
center piece ignites the DxatOUN and they ignite 
the combustible material inside. He tried it re- 
cently, and it is said he had started a tire and 
raised steam before the horse* could Isl harness- 
ed in id drove out of the engine house. It is a 
good trick, and we hope Oeorge will succeed 
with it.

The 
first, thing we noticed was the manly, 
self possessed faces of these boys, 
who are without a supervisor, and 
linos Mr. Howard's resignation, 
prefer to remain so, rather than have 
a MW one. Upon Mr. Howard's 
leaving, the hoys immediately held a 
meeting, and voted to elect a Cap- 
lain, First and Second Lieutenants. 
The result of the ballot was: Charles 
Thomas, Captain ; J. K. Newcomb, 
First, Lieutenent; and Phillip Brown, 
Second Lieutenant. The other boys 
obey these officers j'ist as well as if 
they were paid supervisors. Mr. 
WiHtervelt approved of the plan, and 
evsrytking has p;on*> on smoothly 
since. The boys aro all happy and 
contented, and never get angry with 
their officers. Mr. Howard is sadly 
missed, anil it will be hard to fill his 
place. However, we congratulate 
the Flint Institution on having seour 
ed his services as a teacher. In the 
afternoon, we visited the schoolrooms, 
and it was surprising to see little 
boys and girls, who came Inst year, 
spelling to each other instead of 
making signs. There is one deaf 
mute, who could not understand 
spelling last year, now converses by 
spelling alone, and his language has 
very few mistakes, as shown by. bis 
Compositions; The highest class 
study Algebra, Physiology, Drawing, 
Book Keeping and Penmanship. 
Tho other classes Penmanship, Arith- 
metic, United States History, Na 
tund History, Geography and msny 
other books which are used in com 
mon schools. It is safe to say that 
there are few schools which are as 
ably managed as this one is. This 
goes entirely to tho credit of" Miss 
Hamilton, who of late, we under 
stand, has been given entire control 
of the classification method. 

The Institution has at present 
eight cases of Diphtheria, the worst 
of which is Chas. Thomas, an old 
chum of the writer. They are, how 
ever, in no serious danger.

The subject of a < 'ollegc or Semi- 
nary for young deaf-mute ladies is 
again on the surface, agitating the 
average deaf mute uiiud. Nearly 
every deaf-mute paper has had some 
to Bay on the matter of late, general- 
ly, too, in its favor. 

The establishment of such a col- 
lege is not a new question. It has 
heretofore been up for discussion, 
only, however, to give way temporarily 
for something more important, or al 
lowed the goby .simply because its 
advocates couldn't muster up suffi- 
cient courage to bring it to a success- 
ful termination. 

Mies Angie Puller, whose versatile 
pen has done ranch in -behalf of the 
deiif and dumb, has enlisted herself 
in the cause Of the young ladies, and 
judging from present indications, the 
question : " Shall such an institution 
be established T " stands a bettor 
chance of becoming a thing of reality 
than it has assumed at any previous 
time. Miss Fuller is to be commend- 
ed for the bold attitude she has taken 
in favor of a Deaf Mute Ladies' Ool 
lege, for, while others had merely 
words to express for it, she comes 
forward and supplements her argu- 
ments in support of such an institu- 
tion with positive action, the kind 
that in the end counts. 

The plan that Miss Puller hss sug- 
gested is a good one, but it has never- 
theless its drawbacks. It Would re- 
quire a large sum to start or put such 
an institution upon a permanent foot- 
ing, and to obtain it l>y subscription 
among deaf mutes alone is simply 
next tO impossible. We do not be- 
lieve there are 500 deaf mutas who 
would give tho $f> asked for towards 
I he project, lor the reason that there 
are not .that many who can afford to 
part with that much. Even if such a 

number were to contiiimtc $5 apiece, 

the amount realized would go but a 
little way towards the end sought. 
Were there • few deaf mute million 
aires among us who had DO scruples 
against aiding such an object, Miss 
Fuller s plan could be brought to 
good advantage. 1 ! nfortunately. t here 
arc no rich deaf mutes, and it' there

tions, were to bo admitted. Hence 

its name. 

In its early history, one or two 
deaf mute lathes were admitted, but 
alter a while the cry was raised that 
there was not Sufficient room to war 
rant any further admissions. This 
was whin the buildings of the Ool 
lege were few in number. Uut ad- 
ditions, large and small, have since 
been miitle, and the question is ask- 
ed, " Who takes up all the room? 
Certainly not the forty or fifty stu 
dents enrolled ihe present term, if 
an examination is made, it will be 

found that the ProfesHOiH arc ticcu 
pying the major portion of the huild 
iiigs, ami that too the best quar- 
ters. In no other college, we believe, 
is such u system practised, and there 
is no good reason vvhv the Professors 
Of tfa* Deaf- Mute College should be 

provided with free board, rooms or 

residences in the institution any more 
than those in speaking colleges, or the 
male teachers in ihe several state 
institutions. Right here in Columbus 
is a state University, yet not even one 
of its professors, including the Presi 
dent, resides on its grounds, or if he 
does, pays rent for the use of the 
house he occupies. 

We say. let the professors of the 
deaf mute colloge vacate the buildings 
ami rooms they now occupy ami take 
up their abode 'in the city, and there 
will be ample room for a few years to 
come at least, to accommodate the 

young Indies who desire to enter the 
college. Some of the resiliences now 
occupied bv the professors, and tho 
old Kendall Mansion, would be well 
adapted for this purpose; 

, We art* of the opinion that if the 
matter was brought to the attention 
of Congress it would act in the 
premises. It is worth trying at 
least.

The recent articles in th« .Jouknaji. 
on this subject have interested SMS 
deeply, ami having a persoBad share 
in the matter, I Would like to add n 
few remarks' to those already made. 

Six yearsago when ihe project of 
admitting ladles to the Washington 
College was. first agitated^. 1 was .one 
of the applicants reiswed admission, 
and I can never forgot the hitter dis- 
appointment which followed that re 
fusal. Earnest in my desire for a 
higher education, > realizing fully its 
importance, willing to .work fm 
why must sex be the. only, barrier? 
My friends- sympathized in my feel- 
ings, and one lady, B sister of Senator 
Uoutwel). remarked in my presence, 
that such a refusal was ''a relic of bar 
arism ! 

Education is as necessary for the 
deaf of both sexes, . as for the hearing. 
Nay, it is even morn so. Our social 
horizon is narrowed - let our, iutellce 

trial view be correspondingly widened. 

The ancient Creeks, especially the 
Athenians, though few in- number, 
and possessing but a small , territory. 
have sent down monuments of their 
learning and skill .which excite our 
wonder. 

The more numerous and widely 
spread people north of them, have 
sent down — nothing! ■ : .. 

Wtiy this'diffcrciice t One wae edit, 
cated, the Other was not. So it is 
with individuals. A cultivated mind 
leaves something behind it, in the 
good it docs and the- influence it ex- 
erts, while a mind devoted wholly t0» 
external things fades out of life as the 
nubble, fades but of the Water, leaving 
no trace of its presence. 

I am ready to promise most Cordial 
support to any plan for the higher 
education of deaf .ladies, and in case a 
college is founded shall be among the 
fipd to apply for etbicatjon. 

I must, however, enter my" protect 
against the money being raised by the 
ladies themselves. Were there no 
other method, I would contribute 
most cheerfully. But it seem only 
simple justice that Congress should 
do as much for U» as it has for our 
silent brothers, especially as We need 
it more. Before we petition for a sup- 
ply, it may be well it inquire whether 
thejdemand corresponds. 

We must not allow our .ethuaiasm 
to obscure the real facts in the case, or 
the practical resnlt to which they lead. 

The great objection, in my own 
opinion, has been and still iB, the lack 
of appreciation among the ladies 
themselves. There are a few possess- 
ed of great energy, ethusiasin, ami 
earnestness, who sincerely desire, and 
would worthily improve, the advan 
tages of a colloge for their sex. Pos- 
sibly these few bear as large a propor 
lion to the whole, as to the ladies who 
enter Wellesley, Vassar and Smith 
Colleges to those of the entire 
country. For these, suitable provision 
Should be made. But m the great 
majority of cases, neither circumstan- 
ces nor inclination would lead to any 
personal interest in the matter. I am 
intimately acquainted with. perhaps a 
deaf ladies in all more or less 
eligible to a college SOttrsei should It 

be provided. But of these only two 
or three are fitted for it, or so situat 
ed as to take it, and scarcely one is 
sufficiently desirous of it to make the 

necessary effort.

This would not oblige the students 
lo leave .home, would hot occupy the 
whole lime ol the teachers, and would 
at least be better than no institution 
at all.

opened all these girls will flock to it, 
as doves to their windows, and every 
year the separate State Schools will 
furnish ■ fair proportion of students 
to fill np gaps made by graduation, 
withdrawal, and other general dimin 
isbing causes, as they will of male 
students for the male college. 

One of the suggestions Mr. Eddy 
makes in proof of the unnecessity of 
a Seminary is that: " If a young wo- 
man wishes a higher education she 
can take it at her Institution." So, 
so, but have our Professors forgotten 
that the legislatures allot" «,i only a 
given number of yearn to etudy in, 
and if we can do no more than mas- 
ter the common branches in that time 
the fact, does not lengthen our pnvi- 
lege. When it is up we must leave. 
As for his succeeding sentence: 

" There are always teachers equal 
to any such demand in almost any 
Institution, not considering the 
Principal, who, as a master, of course 
is capable." 

I do not question tbe capability of 
either teachers -or Principals, but 
every teacher who has a class of 8 
to 10 pupils has no leisure, no 
strength, to attend to a pupil of high- 
er grade, and as for the Principal, his 
hands and mind are more than full if 
he is the least, bit conscientious. 

The last year I was a pupil at the 
Illinois School, I tried the plan above 
proposed. I was a class by myself, 
there being no other pupil far enough 
advanced to take up the studies I 
wished to pursue, though several of 
the boys who were my classmates 
that year, have since been students in 
tbe National College. My teacher 
was thoroughly qualified and entirely 
faithful to hie duties ; but often it 
was with difficulty that he could catch 
.time from his other classes to attend 
to my recitations, and as for the 
Principal, though he was as faithful 
as any man who ever held that office, 
if he found time to speak to or listen 
tome once a week, I thought myself 
happily fortunate. 

The only satisfactory way I can see 
of carrying out this part of Mr. E.'s 
plons, is, first to petition tho Legis 
lature for permission to retain be 
yond the legal fixed time any pupils 
who desire a higher course. Second, 
to appoint a special Professor to 
tCach these aspiring ones, and if this 
plan was adopted in all or even k 
half the schools, tho ultimate expense 
to the country at large will be a sum 
which will go handsomely towards 
the maintaining of a regular Semi 
nary.
